Offsetting Labor Shortage
In view of the fact that farm labor

ia scarce and high, every effort should
be bent towards securing maximum
yields per acre, with fertilizer,- - which
Is one of the best ways to conserve
man power.

Unfortunately, no Industry has been
more directly affected by the war than
the fertilizer Industry. The govern-
ment is commandeering materials im-

portant to this Industry far the pur-
pose of manufacturing munitions of
war and hence has greatly reduced the
possible tonnage to be used In fer-
tilizers. In other words, while the
nation is calling for Uio largest pos- -

slble crop yields, there Is, at the same
time, a great demand for gun powder.
Some one has aptly said, "Plants and
cannons eat the same food." Of course,
under present conditions, the cannons
must be fed first.

There Is a considerable shortage of
fertilizer ingredients, and the prices
of these ingredients are corresponding-
ly high.

Fertilizers Relatively Cheaper
In consequence of high prices of ma-

terials, due to their scarcity, and be-
cause of higher labor and transporta-
tion costs, fertilizers will be higher
this spring than ever before.

While the prices of fertilizers have
advanced, fortunately for the farmer,
the prices of crops have advanced still
higher, so that fertilizers are relative-
ly cheaper than before the war. A
bale of cotton with its seed will buy
more fertilizer today than ever before.
Tbe same is true of a bushel ot corn;
a bushel of wheat; a bushel of pea-

nuts; a bushel of potatoes, etc.
Why Fertilizers Are Scarce

The causes .of the shortage of fertil-
izer materials may be summarized as
follows:

Previous to the war, most of our
aotash came from Germany. The pot-
ash now on the market is produced
largely in this country, but it is far
short of the demands. This American-- ;

Hog Cholera Campaign

The campaign for eradicating hog
cholera' from this section has gotten
such headway that it is urging itself
fordwari now. and those who refused
to believe in preventing the disease by
incoulation are fast coming to chancre

their minds when cholera breaks into
their herds and begins it devastaing
work. More than one man who refused
to be argued with a few weeks ago
when the disease was all ronnd his

place has come to consider and has bad
his herd inoculated, after the loss of
valuable hogs.

W. S. Latta who took the examina-
tion recnetlv along with others here and
secured permit to use the virus, base
inoculated almost a thousand bogs in the
past two or three weeks, in such hered
as those of A. H. Harvey, L. F. Catron
R. B. Young and T. A. Mooman, all of
the. fourth district and tbe county 'i
best and most progressive farmers and

hg growers. Forest Bryson has
a large tromber, also, and others

bave inoculated small numbers. Prob-

ably aa many as fifeen hundred or two
thousand bogs in a raidus of ten miles
of Somerville have been treated-i- n the
past month, and in every case it has
been satisfactory, preventing further
spread of the disease in herds already
infected pnd preventing its introduction
into herds not infected. One man had
18 inoculated, six well hogs and
twelve already sick; the twelve sick
ones died and the six well one were
saved, never sick. Another herd of
fifty or sixty bad two sick hogs.lnocula-ted- ,

lost one. one recovered and no
others ever. got sick. And numerous

bog owners had similar experience.
The serum ia not urged as a cure, tbo
given in large doses does some time
cure, but has proven successful in pre-veoti- rg

tbe spread of tbe disease in

every case used in this section during
the present epidemic, and hundreds of
valuable hogs have been saved. Tbe
eot per hog ranges from twenty five or

thirty cents in the esse of pigs, to about
11.50 in the case of big bogs, and it is

mighty cheap Insurance against cholera
snd is tbe only one we have.

Acid phosphate is scarce, due to the
fact that there Is a shortage of sul-

phuric acid a necessary compound in
the manufacture of acid phosphate.
Sulphuric acid Is scare, because py-

rites, from which mo? I of it is made,
has been eominjr from Spain and ships
are not now available with which to
transport It. s

The fertilizer manufacturers hare
been compelled to turn to the. domes-
tic pyrites, and readjust their manufac-
turing plants to the production of sul-

phuric acid from brimstone obtained
from Louisiana and Texas The gov-
ernment is requiring of the fertilizer
manufacturers sulphuric acid In large
amounts to be used in tbe manufacture
of explosives.

Then, too, there Is considerable dif-

ficulty In obtaining supplies of rock
phosphate, because of the transporta-
tion shortage.

The supply of nitrates has also been
curtailed because large amounts of sul-

phate of ammonia are being taken tor
refrigeration purposes, and the manu-
facture of munitions. Cotton seed
meal, a valuable source of nitrogen. Is

being used more and more for feeding
live stock. Tankage, another. splendid
source of nitrogen, is also"belng used
for the sara purpose; consequently cot-

ton seed meal and tankage are high In

price.
Nitrate of soda Is more expensive at

tbe Chile mines, and shipping rates
have increased enormously, and muni-
tion requirements are heavy.

The fertilizer manufacturers find it
hard to secure bags for shipping, sines
there is a tremendous shortage of bur-

lap.
Thus it can be easily seen that It will

be very difficult to obtain necessary
fertilizer materials, and the farmer
roust take due notice and act accord-
